a month ago and 11,412,000 bales last 
year. The average production for the 
10 years 1928-37 was 13,800,000. 


The condition of the crop on October 


1 was 68 per cent of normal, compared 
with 70 per cent a month-ago, 66 per 
cent a year ago, and 61 per cent aver- 
age condition October 1 for the 10 
years 1928-37. 


The indicated yield of lint cotton 


was reported 235.7 pounds to the acre, 
ompared with a forecast of 244.7 a 
month ago, 223.7 two months ago, 235.8 
•reduced last year, and 190.8 for the 
1928-37 average yield. 


Arkansas' crop condition was 74 per 


cent of normal, with an indicated acre 
ield of 307 pounds and production of 
1,380,000 bales.

"wailing" war on the Nazis, it may be 
because the British are 
extremely 


vulnerable and unprepared and the 
French cannot cxpccl lo lick Germany 
by an offensive. 
'This is the conclusion drawn from 
Liddell Hart, eminent 
British 
his- 


torian and military authority, in his 
latest book, "The Defense of Britain," 
jusl published by Random House. 


A combination of factors adversely 


affect Britain at the outset of the 
European war, Hart declares. 


Britain began her military prepara- 


tions appallingly late as was evidenced 
by the capitulation at Munich just a 
year ago. 


The British Isles arc the most vul- 


nerable lo air attack of all big coun- 
tries. 


It is doubtful whether Ihe power- 


ful British fleet is equal to the chal- 
lenge of the- Rome-Berlin-Tokio fleets, 
assuming Italy should join the Nazis 
and Japan threaten British action in 
the Far East. 


Finally, there is the relative unprc- 


pardncss of the French, particularly 
from an offensive viewpoint. 


Time Is Weapon in This Wai- 


True, says Hart, the Allies are arm- 


ing today at a tremendous rate. They 
may 
hope 
to 
offset 
the 
German 


strength, even surpass it. 


Meanwhile, here are some of the 


factors in Ihe British picture as Hart 
sees them. 


"There is now," says Hart, "a serious 


threat of a new kind of invasion (in 
Britain) by 'ground forces,' though not 
by an 'army.' 


"In the Russian maneuvers of 1936 


a force of 1200 men, together with 150 
'machine guns and 18 light field guns 
was carried 10 miles by troop-carrying 
aircraft and dropped on an aerodrome 
behind (be enemy's front. Within eight 
minutes of Ihe release of the para- 
chutes the force had assembled on

furters did not contain trichinae. In 
the remaining 1 per cent, which in- 
cluded 11 samples, a few trichinae were 
found but all of these were dead and 
were incapable of causing disease. 


Under federal meat inspection re- 


gulations, frankfurters are processed 
in a manner that destroys the life of 
any trichinae that may be present. The 
government inspection covers only 
frankfurters that are sold in interstate 
commerce, and not those manufactur- 
ed for just local sale.

Italy In the Balkans 


BUDAPEST, 
Hungary —(/P)— Italy 


was reported Sunday to have offered 
new friendship pacts to Yugoslavia 
and 
Hungary, adding to the 
re- 


lief of tension which has dominated 
Southeastern Europe since the war 
began. 


Italian 
radio broadcasts 
received 


here said the negotiations, which many 
observers believed would offer mu- 
tual assistance pacts to the two count- 
ries, were under way. 
Reports of 


the negotiations were confirmed semi- 
officially 
in Belgrade, and similiar 


reports were heard in Bucharest. 


With Italian diplomacy so far dir- 


ected at preserving neutrality in the 
conflict, the small neutral nations of 
Southeastern Europe saw their chances 
of staying out of the war heightened 
by these reported negotiations. Dip- 
lomats in this section welcomed pros- 
pective 
collaboration among Italy, 


Yugoslavia and Hungary as a poss- 
ible counteraction of the German- 
Soviet bid for domination in the Bal-' 
kans. 


Mussolini Gets Busy 


Balkan diplomats said Adolf Hitler's 


speech Friday declaring Germany and 
Soviet Russia together would settle all 
Southeastern Europe's problems had 
spurred Italy to action to establish her 
own position in a "Icbensraum" (liv- 
ing space). 


Since the small countries of this area 


dread war more than they relish the 
thought of getting revenge for some 
old or fancied wrong, diplomats be- 
lieved Italy would maintain peace and 
neutrality of the area. 


An authoritative Yugoslav source 


said the current negotiations were 
"only 
the 
beginning of something 


much bigger than a mere treaty." 
Should Yugoslavia and Hungary draw 
closer to Italy, diplomats said Rou- 
mania and Bulgaria might well agree 
to follow suit. 


Yugoslavia and Bulgaria agreed last 


summer, to pursue a common foreign 
policy, while Yugoslavia and Rouman- 
ia are old Balkan allies and neither 
thus far has assumed foroi^n c.blifia- 
tions without consulting the other. 


Thus with Hungary and Yugoslavia 


as a starter, an Italian-led Balkan 
t'ront might expand quickly.
